Washington, ]March o.—President Wilson took the oath of office 
in public at 12:45 oVlofk this afternooii and delivered his inaugural 
address before a i»rcat crowd Avhich packed the plaza at the east front 
of the capitol. 


Vice President Marshall had been inaugurated 
in 
the 
senate 
chamber a few minutes l)pfore. Mr. Marshall took the oath of office 
at 12:03 o'clock. 


With a now consccration to the nation's ser\áce the president 
touching (»11 the international crisis, declared there could now be no 
turning back from the tragical events of the last thirty months which 
have brought upon Americans a new responsibility as citizens of the 
Avorld. 


The president declared anew that America must stand for peace 
stability- of free jicople, naval equality in matters of right, that the 
seas must be free to all and that the family of nations shall not sup- 
port anv governments not derived from the consent of the governed. 
Sounds Solemn Warning-. 
Sounding a solemn warning to the nation against any faction or 
intrigue to break the harmony or embarrass the spirit of the American 
people the president called for an America 
united in feeling, in pur- 
pose and in its vision of duly, of opportunity and of service." 


At the conclusion of his address llie i)resident led the inaugural 
procession back to tlic white liouse wliere it passed in review before 
him.

addre.ss, which was sent to the public 
printei- late last night, was returned 
to the white house early this morning 
and finally- gone over by the president. 


The president had a touch of cold 
yesterday, but was T>etter this moin- 
ing and although worried over the in- 
ternational situation was said by his 
jjhysician to be in good condition for 
the inauguration ceremonies.

in this place have been crowded with 
counsel and action of the moat vital 
interest and consequence. 
P e r h a p s 
no equal period in our history has been 
so fruitful of important reforms in our 
economic and industrial life, or so full 
of significant changes in the spirit and 
purpose of our political activity. 
We 
have sought very thoughtfully to set 
our house in order, correct the grosser 
errors and abuses 
of 
our Industrial 
life, liberate and quicken the processes 
of our national 
genius 
and 
energy 
and lift our politics to a broader view 
of the people's essential interests.

is a record of singular variety

But I shall not attempt to review it, 
it speaks for itself and will he of in- 
creasing influence as the years go by.

The president's stand, 
seating 
about 
2,500 persons, w a s on the south side of 
f the avenue, while opposite, the length 
of Lafayette Square, w a s a reviewing 
stand for others. 


The court itself w a s a colonnade out- 
.side the curb on each side of the ave- 
• le for the length of the two blocks. 
.At Interval.s of sixty feet the columns 
were relieved by pylons, decorated ^\'1th 
evergreens 
and 
surmounted 
with 
American flags, the whole composition 
being tied together with festoons of 
evergreens. 
At each end of the court 
the pylons were elaborated and topped 
by tripods. 


Arches of imposing proportions gave 
passageway for vehicles and formed n 
termination for reviewing stands. The 
center of each stand w a s marked by a 
pediment. 


President Wilson's stand, marked by 
the seal of the United States in color, 
followed the lines of the portico at the 
front of the white house v,-ith Its fluted 
columns, and w a s m u c h more elabor- 
ate tlian a n y other. 


E a c h great whit© 
column 
of the 
colonnade w a s surmounted by an en- 
tablature. above which prc^jected a staff 
with the flag flying. 
In the center of 
the columns were small cedar trees and

were double festoons of evergreens and 
single loops of electric lights.

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Four More Years of Wilson 


President Wilson enters upon his second official term, carrying 
tlie heaviest load of responsibility that any president of the United 
Btates has ever carried, with the possible exception of Washington 
and of Lincoln. In ordinary times one could predict in deta^ with 
more or less accuracy what reasonably to expect of a president during 
Jiis second term. One would study the record of his first four years 
end, assuming that during ]iis second term he would be confronted 
vsdth problems similar in general character, the future would be fair- 
ly clear. 


In the case of Prcisideiit Wilsou, if tlie great nations of the world 
• were at peace as they were i'our years ago, it would be less difficult 
than in the case of most presidents who have been re-electd to antici- 
j)at his future policy and activities. It seems to us that President 
Wilson to a greater degree than any of his predecessors during 
these later years entered upon bis duties witli clearly defined ideas as 
to the needs of the country, and he consistently adherred to them. 
Broadly, the president's policy in its relation to domestic affairs has 
been one of constructive progressivism, and an honest, determined ef- 
fort—^for the most part effective—to apply in practical fashion demo 
cratic principles and democratic ideals. 


But the intervention of the world war has served to relogate to 
secondary place questions and issues tliat ordi]iarily would have been 
of first rank and of chief concern. His patience, his broad toleration, 
his caution, his disposition to weigh thoroughly and to maintain hiy 
poise in the face of the severest tests iii order to escape the plunge of 
the United States into the world conflict are all familiar. Again and 
again the country has been given proof of liis firm ])nri)ose to keep the 
nation out of war at any cost save that of the sacriiiee of national hon- 
or. And despite the fire-eaters and the jingoes, Ilio country has un- 
doubtedly been squarely behiud hiiii in lliis atiitude. To a marked 
degree the rank and file of the people liavc appreciated something of 
ilie jiorror and something of tiie cost in human blood and sacrifice a 
war must inevitably mean. They have rejoiced that in these critical 
hoiir:s of the country's history there has been at tèe helm not only a 
' ot, but an executive with vision, with hope and with a heart that 
• r f )iided to the loftiest spirit of broad-minded humanity. 


It is to be deeply regretted that hostility in the senate at the 
L'levcnth hour of President Wilson's first term succeeded in defeating 
his purposes and temporarily withholding tlie authority he-had asked 
to place the nation in a state of armed neutrality. Humiliating as is 
the spectacle, we think it will not be without wholesome result. Unless 
human nature fails to run true to form, the outcome of this momen- 
tary defeat of purpose will be a popular expression that will give new 
heart, new courage and new assurance that the mass of the people are 
wirli the president and not with the twelve senators Avhose course must 
•certainly draw the fire of public condemnation. At the outset the sec- 
ond term of President Wilson is uncertain in that the pathway of the 
nation is beclouded by the world crisis. No man can forsee the out- 
come. But we may hope and trust the way will clear, and by patriotic 
and unwavering support may in some small way aid in sustaining the 
hands of the nation's executive as he begins his new term bowed be- 
neath monumental burdens, but with a firm faith in the patriotism 
and the purpose of American citizenship and in the ideals which have 
served to guide that citizenship through all the years of our nation's 
history. 


Tomorrow the voters of Fort Wayne, in the municipal primaries, 
will place in nomination the two tickets from which will be chosen in 
November the mayor, members of the city council and other municipal 
officials to whom will be entrusted the government of this goodly city 
during the next four years. The Sentinel trusts the primary vote will 
be a large one, and that the expression of personal choice at the pri- 
maiies tomorrow will be accepted as not only a privilege but as a high 
duty. It is a situation in which your judgment of the personality of 
the candidates and your appraisal of their individual qualification for 
the honors they seek should enter most largely. All are men whom 
you know, or at least men of whom you can learn by inquiry with lit- 
tle effort. Make it your business to go to the primary polls and have 
a part in the nomination of your party ticket. What is needed at this 
juncture is the nomination of two tickets of high calibre, made up of 
the cleanest, most capable and most efficient candidates. If this bo 
done, Fort Wayne may look forM^ard to the final outcome of the cam- 
paign in November with absolute confidence.

Potato is neither a neces- 
sity nor a luxury. 
As we said before, 
it is a habit.

The fact that the potato was too 
expensive for our tables is an idead 
that naturally would stir our most so- 
cialistic tendencies.

Detroit, March 5.—Five firemen lost 
their lives and three.wei-e injured when 
fire of unknown origin swept through 
;he five-Htory Field Cloak and Suit com- 
pany building at 187 Woodward ave- 
nue yesterday morning; The blaze also 
«»^ArkMi tbrouffh into tha top atorjr ot 


the R. H. Fyfe company building to 
the south. 


Half an hour after the fire started 
the three lower floors of the 
Field 
building 
collapsed, 
carrying 
twenty 
firemen down in the wreckage. 


The dead are: 
Cockburn, Captain 
Alexander, engineer company No. 2; 
Locke, Oscar, hook and ladder com- 
pany No. 1; Mattick, Otto A., engine 
company No. 30; Raymond, Alonzo, en- 
gine company No. 2; Schilla, William 
J., engine company No. 3. 


The men were buried beneath a mass 
of twisted timber and steel ceilings. 
Vincent Gordon was pulled out, prac- 
tically uninjured, a few minutes after 
the crash. 


About 
two 
minutes 
later 
Oscar 
Locke was uncovered. He wag dead. 


Then followed over three^ hour« of 
feverish work on the part of •flremon,

the four men still in the ruins. 


Four hours after the crash the res- 
cuers took two more men from the 
burned ruins. 
They were Alexander 
Cockburn and Otto A. Mattick.

tick, crushed and overcome by smoke, 
died thirty minutes later. 
Cockburn 
died a few minutes after being admit- 
ted to Receiving hospital.

Senate Filibuster Prevents 
Giving Wilson Power 
He Asked. 


Washington, 
March 
5.—Twelve 
senators led by Senator LaFolIette and 
encouragred by Senator Stone, demo- 
cratic chairman pf the foreign com- 
mittee, in a 
fllibyster 
denounced by 
President Wilson's spokesman as the 
most reprehensible in the history of 
any civilized nation, defied the -w-ill 
of an overwhelming- majority in con- 
gress up to the last minute yesterday 
and denied to the president a law au- 
thorizing liim to arm American mer- 
chant ships to meet the German sub- 
marine menace. 


Unyielding 
throughout 
twenty-six 
hours of continuous session to appeals 
that their defiance of the 
president 
would be humiliating to the country: 
uncompromising in a crisis described 
to them as the most serious in the 
nation .since tlie civil war, LaFollette 
and his small group of supportea-s re- 
fused a majority of their colleagues 
an opportunity to vote on the armed 
neutrality bill and it died with the 
sixty-fourth congress at noon. 


To F1.X KcsponsibUity. 


To fix responsibility before the coun- 
try, seventy-six senators, thirty repub- 
licans and forty democi-ats, signed a 
i\ia.nifesto pioclaiming to the 
world 
that they favored passage of the meas- 
ure. 
Both 
Indiana 
senators, Kern, 
democrat, 
and 
Watson, 
republican, 
signed the manifesto. 


This declaration embodied in the 
record of the senate, referred to the 
fact that the house Thursday 
night 
passed a similar bill by a vote of 403 
to 13, and also recited that the senate 
rule permitting unlimited debate gave 
a small minority opportunity to throt- 
tle the will of the majority. 


Tlje text of the manifesto is as fol- 
lows: 


"Thè majority of United States sen- 


ators favored the paaaasa ot tha asn- 
ate bill authorizlnir the president ot 
the United States to arm American 
merchant vessels, a similar bill having 
already passed the house by a vote of 
403 to 13. tinder the rules of the sen- 
ate allowine; unlimited debate it ap- 
pears to be impossible to obtain a vote 
previous to noon March 4, 1917, when 
this session of congrress expires. 
We 
desire the statement entered on the 
record to establish the fact that the 
senate favored 
the 
legislation and 
would pass it If a vote could be ob- 
tained." 


Thirteen Refuse to Sign. 
Thirteen senators declined to sign 
the declaration, but one of them, Sen- 
ator Penrose, republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, announced that he would have 
voted for the bill had the opportunity 
been afforded him. 
Twelve who went 
on record with the thirteen members 
of the house against granting to Pres- 
ident Wilson the authority he asked 
from congress in the crisis were:

President 
Wilson

foj-med the counti-y in a statement that 
he may be without power to arm mer- 
chant ships and take other steps to 
meet the German submarine menace 
in the absence of authority from con- 
gress. 


An extra session of congress, tlae 
president says, is required to clothe 
him with authoritjs but it is useless 
to call one while the senate works 
imder the present rules whicli permit 


a amall mlRorltjr to Keep an 
over- 
whelminc majority from aotinv. 


The president propooes, therefore, 
that the special eession of the sen- 
ate which he has called to meet to- 
day revise the rules "to supply the 
means of action" and save the country 
from disaster. 
"A little group of wil- 
ful men," says the president in his 
statement, "representing no 
opinion 
but their own, have rendered the great 
government of the United States help- 
less and contemptible." 


President's Statement. 


The president's statement in full 
follows: 


"The termination of the last session 
of the Sixty-fourth congress by con- 
stitutional limitation discloses a sit- 
uation unparalleled in the history of 
the counti-y, perhaps unparalleled in 
the history of any modern government. 
In the immediate presence of a crisis 
fraught with more subtle and 
far- 
reaching possibilities of national dan- 
ger than any other the government 
has known within the whole history of 
its international relations, the congress 
has been unable to act either to safe- 
guard the country or to vindicate the 
elementary rights of its citizens. More 
than iive hundred of the five hundred 
and thirty-one members of the t-wo 
houses were ready and anxious to act 
and the house of representatives had 
acted by an overwhelming majority, 
but the senate was unable to act be- 
cause a little group of eleven senators 
had determined that it should not. 


"The senate has no rules by which 
debate can be limited or brought to 
an end, no rules by which dilatoi-7,' 
tactics of any kind can be prevented. 
A single member can stand in the way 
of action if he have but the physical 
endurance. 
Tlie result in this case is 
a complete paialysis alike of the leg- 
islation and of the executive branches 
of the government." 


The old law 
referred to 
by 
the 
president was adopted by congress in 
1819 and refei'red tq the resistance of 
American merchantmen 
against 
the 
attacks of privateers and pirates but 
excluded 
from vessels which 
might 
be attacked "a public armed vessel 
of a nation in amity wuth the United 
States." 
Technically, Germany is not 
at war wath the United States and 
submarines are "public armed 
ves- 
sels" of Germany. 


The senate has been eailed by the 
president to meet in speeia! session 
today, in accordance with the custom 
of such session at the beginning of 
each administration to Install the vice 
president and confirm nominations. 


There has been much discussion of 
late of continuing the lesslon 
this 
time to consider changing the senate 
rules. 
A persistent 
fight hai 
been 
waged for years for some form of 
cloture and opposition to it has dwin- 
dled in spite of the powerrul tendency 
to resist any tampering with tradi- 
tions of the senate. 
Debate has been 
unlimited. 


Ijeglslation Is Needed. 


"This Inability of the senate to act 
has rendered some of the most neoes- 
sary legislation of the session Impos- 
sible at a time when the need for it 
was most pressing and most evident. 
The bill which would have permitted 
such combinations of capital and of 
organization in the export and import 
trade of the country as the circum- 
stances of international 
competition 
have made imperative—a bill which 
the business judgment of the whole 
country approved and demanded—has 
failed. 


"The opposition of one or two sen- 
ators has made it impossible to in- 
crease the membership of the inter- 
state commerce commission or give it 
the alleged organization necessary to 
its efficiency. 
The conservation bill 
which should have released for imme- 
diate use the mineral resources which 
are still locked up in public lands now 
that their release is more imperatively 
neces.sary that ever and the bill which 
%vould make the unused -water power 
of the country immediately available 
for industry, have both failed, though 
they have been under 
consideration

"It would not cure the difficulty to 
call the SIxty-flfth congress In extra- 
ordinary session. 
The 
paralysis 
of 
the senate would remain. 
The pur- 
pose and spirit of action are not lack- 
ing now. 
The congress Is more defln- 
itely united in thought and purpose at 
this moment, I venture to say, than It 
has been within the memory of any 
man now in Its membership. 
There is 
not only the most united patriotic pur- 
pose but the objects members have in 
view are perfectly clear and definite. 
But the senate cannot act unless its 
leaders can obtain unanimous consent. 
Its majority is powerless and helpless. 
In the midst of a crisis of extraordi- 
nary peril, w^hen only definite and de- 
cided action can make the nation safe 
and shield it from war itself by ag- 
gression of others, action is impossible. 


Impression Abroad. 


"Although, as a matter of fact, the 
nation and the representatives of the 
nation stand back 
of the 
executive 
with 
unprecedented 
unaimity 
and 
spirit, the impression 
made 
abroad 
will, of course, be that it is not so and 
that other governments may act as 
they please, without fear that 
this 
government can do anything at all. 
AVe cannot explain. 
The situation is 
incredible. 


"The senate of the United States is 
the only legislative body in the world 
which cannot act while its majority is 
ready for action. A little group of wil- i 
ful men, representing no opinion but ' 
their own, have rendered the great 
government of the United States help- 
loss and contemptible. 


"There is but one remedy. The only 
remedy is that the rules of the senate 
shall be .so altered that it can act. 
The 
country can be relied upon to draw

attacks failed under the French fire, 
although north of Caurieres wood the 
attackers obtained a foothold in ad- 
vanced positions. 


The Gei nuin losses were heavy. The 
attack was made over a front of one 
and three-quarters miles in the region 
of Caurieres wood and Bezonvaux and 
was preceded by an intense bombard- 
ment. 
The French repulsed attempt- 
ed raids at various other points on the 
Verdun front, taking prisoners.

A wire storv a few da.\-s ago told of 
the passmg from boxmg of the last 
fighter 
actually cjigageil in the game, who was 
in the ling m the old days of real lighters 
and real 
fights. 


Ad Wolgast, suffering from a 
mental 
and physical Ijroakdowii as the result of 
his years of ai;tivity in the squared circle 
probably never will don the gloves again. 


Go back .seven years. 
Wolgast, in 1910, 
was a clean, lithe, muscular., little fellow, 
a bo.Ker who never tired, a hard hitter, a 
wonderful 
fighter. 


The lightweight champion was Bat Nel- 
son, the greatest bear for punishment the 
world had ever .seen. 


Nelson's system of fighting was to per- 
mit himself to be battered, .«slugged and 
pounded around the ring until his oppon- 
ent was worn out or until he had broken 
his heart slamming away at a bleeding 
face. 


Wolgast and Nelson were matched for 
a forty-five round fight in California. 
It 
resulted in a battle of cavemen. 
Tliere 
has never been a 
fight 
since in which 
primitive instincts were so much on the 
surface. 


There had been few such jungle 
fights 
in the whole history of the ring, even In 
the daj-s of bare-handed 
fighting. 


Nelson opened with his usual style. 
He 
blundered 
forward, swinging with 
both 
hands. 


Wolgast met him coolly and 
deliber- 
ately and pounded away at the 
Dane's 
disfigured face, cutting it to ribbons. 


Ten, twenty, thirty rounds passed. Nel- 
son still 
lumbered 
forward 
after 
his 
elusive antagonist, pawing and swinging. 
Thirty-five rounds—Nelson's face was a 
huge blood clot. 
One eye was 
entirely 
closed, the other was a narrow slit. 
His 
nose was 
flattened, 
one ear was half torn 
loose and his body was a mass of bruises. 


Wolgast was still cool and 
confident. 
As his soggy gloves met the bleeding face 
the ringside spectators 
Avere showered 
with blood. 


In the thirty-ninth round Nelson for 
the first time in his life began to give 
ground. 


In the fortieth the spectators howled 
at Ed Smith, the referee, demanding that 
he stop the fight. 


Smith looked appealingly at 
Nelson's 
corner in hopes 
the sponge 
would be 
thrown into the ring. 
When his seconds 
took no action Smith stepped between the 
fighters 
and raised Wolgast's hand. 


There was a new champion, but the old 
champion had lost his title standing on 
his feet fighting every second. 
Then ho 
staggered into hia corner while Wolgast 
left the ring. 


Wolgast later lost his title on a foul to 
Willie Ritchie and afterward engaged In 
almost weekly- bouts. 
His health failed, 
but he continued to box. 


Ther^ the superb constitution gave way 
—Ad Wolgast had passed.

He loads and unload.s and handles 
his gun with his right hand. 
Julian and 
Gilmore are amateurs, with averages bet- 
ter than 90 per cent. 
They use their left 
hands 
in showing 
their skill with 
the 
scatter-gun. 


The Case of Cadwallder. 


Splendid trapshots that these men are. 
their case.«! are not nearly .so remarkable 
as that of H. W. Cadwallder, a profes- 
.sional, of Decatur, 111. 
As an 
amateur 
shooter. Cadwallder was ranked with the 
top-notchers and once clicked ofi: a run 
of 267. 
As a professional, he has been 
averaging close to 96 per cent for sev- 
eral years. 
And then, like a bolt from 
the blue, it looked as if he had shot at 
his la.st target—the sight of his right eye 
was completely destroyed. 


It was on April 16, 1916, that the acci- 
dent happened, 
on the grounds of 
the 
Decatur Gun club. 
Mr. Cadwallder was 
inspecting the traps, and was 
standing 
about six feet in front of one when the 
lever was pulled and tne target struck him 
in the eye, taking the orb out of 
the 
socket. 
For ninety days Cadwallder was 
kept in a dark room, and a greater por- 
tion of that time it was feared that the 
sight of the loft eye would be impaired. 
It was not. 


Extra Rib on Gun. 


Mo.st of us would 
h i v e 
become 
dis- 
heartened after .such an a-'i-i-lonf. but not 
Cadwallder. 
To ¡lini tiap.-shootinc: wa.s a 
pleasure as well as a bu.sines.s, and just 
as soon as ho was able to get to the gun 
club again he tried his skill on the 
flying 
clays. 
He shot from the left shoulder, 
and at once realized that it would require 
several ye.irs of hard work before he could 
expect to make creditable .<;cores shooting 
left handed. 


This caused Cadwallder to ^tudy ways 
and m<^ans of getting back into the great- 
est of all sport.s 
rosult was an extra 
rib attached to tlie i-.-i-.o 
inis en- 
ables him to shoot from tlie right shoulder 
and sight with the left eye. 
The con- 
trivance aids him in shooting the same as 
the rib on the gun aids a siiooter when 
sighting with the riglit eye over the gun 
rib. as the auxiliary rib is focused to 
Bhoot point blank at 40 yards; and 
by 
Blghting over this extra rib with the left 
eye the gun will hit any object aimed at. 


If one was a left-handed shooter and 
should lose his left eyo, this .-vppliam-e 
could be placed on the right side of the 
gun and allow liim to sight with the right 
eye—and not have to learn a new position. 


Now as Good as Ever. 


It required a lot of experimenting be- 
fore Cadwallder was satisfied that he had 
the attachment to .suit him. 
He broke 10 
per cent of the first 100 targets shot at, 
and finished the year with an average of 
i'f. for the last '.00 targets thrown. 
For 
the 4,285 targets 
trapped 
in 
registered 
tournaments he averaged 32. 


The device may be attached to any gun 
and 
made to -suit the requirements 
of 
anyone, be ho largo or small. 
So thor- 
oughly satisfied Is Cadwallder over 
his 
success that he will gladly give his aid 
gratis to assist others. 
Ho is a sportsman 
of the highest type.

Washington, March 6.—Oldest at- 
taches of the white house regard Pres- 
ident W^ilson as the most methodical, 
systematic, time-saving chief executive 
within their memories. 


From the very first of his admin- 
istration, the Mexican difficulties and 
the European war have added immeas- 
urably to the duties of the president, 
but he has managed to maintain a strict 
schedule for his working hours; 
he 
never has been known through person- 
al fault to be late with an engagement 
and has religiously conserved his time. 


A white house caller, booked for a 
five minute interview 
with 
many 
a 
president often got an hour. 
If one ar- 
ranges a five minute interview with Mr. 
Wilson, one gets exactly five minutes— 
no more—and the way is cleared for 
the next caller. 


Although during his first administra- 
tion the president took no i-eal vaca- 
tion, he managed to maintain a regu- 
lar program 
of 
physical 
recreation 
necessary to conserve his health. 
He 
never has been out of touch with the 
nation's business. 
When at the sum- 
mer white house at Cornish. N. H., or 
Long Branch, N. J., a staff of secre- 
taries was close at hand. 
All during his 
first term the president was not away I 
from the white house more than two 
weeks at a time on trips traveling about 
the country and he never has gone fur- 
ther west than Topeka, Kansas. 


Friends of Mr. Wilson say he dis- 
likes the idea of going into the coun- 
try, but enjoys himself when he does 
so. 


Many word pictures of the presi- 
dent at work and at play have been 
written, but those closest to him say 
that his every day life is a natural one 
for a man who never has been wealthy 
and has grown up In an atmosphere 
of regularity and natural living. 


Mr. Wilson does many things per- | 
sonally that could easily be done for j 
him by others. 
Frequently he walks 
from the executive offices to the white ! 
house to get a book or letter when he j 
could more easily press a button and j 
have some one bring it to him. 
His lik- | 
ing for directness of action explains ' 
why on more than one occasion he has 
walked to different government depart- 
ments to see cabinet members instead 
of summoning them to the white house. 
He has never allowed precedent to in- 
terfere -with the course he thought the 
most direct. 


His Working Schedule. 
The time the president's woi-king day 
begins depends upon the season of the 
.year. 
Ordinarily, in winter, he gets up 
between 7 and 7:30 o'clock, but in sum- 
mer he usually arises earlier—some- 
times at 5 or 5:30. 
He believes in day- 
light saving whenever possible. 


When he first came to the v/hite 
house he attended to most of his of- 
ficial work in the morning, and played 
golf in the afternoon, but this winter, 
he reversed his program, and playad 
golf in the warm morning hours, and 
works on his 
mail from 
none 
to 
1 
golfing either with Mrs. Wilson or Dr. 
Orayaon 
soon 
after breakfast, 
and 
works on his mail fi'om noon to 
1 
o'clock. 
In the afternoon he sees call- 
ers and signs official papers, except on 
Tuesdays and Friday, when the cabinet 
meets. 
Ordinarily an hour on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday after- 
noons is set aside for the reception of 
members of congress. 


After dinner, generally about 7 o'clock, 
the president does no work unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 
He either reads, 
play.«? billiards, or goes to a theater. De- 
tective 
stories, 
poems 
and 
autobio- 
graphies are his favorite literature. 
It 
is more or less of an open secret that 
his preference is for thrilling, old-time 
detective stories. 
Often he gathers his 
family about him and reads poems. Fre- 
quently he steals away to a gallery to 
view some paintings. 


The president's insistence on prompt- 
ness contrasts with the more or less 
I carefree habits of some of his proderos- 
sors. 
When the cabinet meets the pres- 
ident's advisers are 
frequently 
early, 
but are seldom late. 


The president, now sixty years old, is 
very healthy, and his only weaknesses 
are of the stomach and eyes. 
Because 
of attacks of indigestion he is more or 
less on a diet most of the time, but i.«» 
as regular in his meals as in all his 
other liabits.

France, 
Feb. 15.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—American sympathy 
with the civilian sufferers from 
tha 
war has been given more concrete ex- 
pression In this little Tfillage than in 
any other 
part 
of 
the 
devastated 
country 
immediately 
behind 
the 
French 
fighting 
lines. 


When Mrs. William Crocker, of San 
Francisco, chose Vitrimont in which 
to carry on her idea of reconstructing 
with her own means one of the villages 
destroyed by the German troops in 
their first rush into France, she met 
with much doubt and -suspicion. 
The 
people of Lorraine are practical and' 
hard-headed and also object to par- 
take of anything given in the form of 
charity. 
It was therefore necessary 
to 
make 
the 
proposition a 
purely 
business-like one before laying it be- 
fore the villagers. 


All the men of fighting age are at 
the front with their regiments. 
One 
of the villagers, while in the trenches 
one day received from his wife a let- 
ter giving details of the plan of re- 
construction. 
He 
immediately 
re- 
plied: 
"Don't waste ink on telling me 
fairy tales. 
You are ready to swal- 
low any yarn told you. 
Just make up 
your mind as I have done that we 
have lost everything and don't dream 
that good 
fairies are going to restore 
all to us." 


In order to convince this man and 
inany of his village neighbors serving 
in the same corps that somebody was 
really takirtg 
interest 
in them and 
that they would not merely have to 
be content with the government in- 
demnity of sixty per cent, of 
their 
losses, Miss Daisy Polk, also of Cali- 
foiTiian and now administrator of the 
plan, gave printed plans and details 
of the scheme to the wives left be- 
hind. 
These were forwarded at once 
to the men at the front, who could be 
assured only by documentary evidence 
of this kind 
of 
good fortune to be 
conferred on them and their depend- 
ents. 
" 


Miss Polk, who since the beginning 
of the war has been occupied In re- 
lief work of various kinds, was chos- 
en by Mrs. Crocker to administer her 
benevolent 
scheme. 
She decided at 
once to live among the people so as to 
become better acquainted with them 
and to learn their needs. Every house, 
without exception, 
had 
been either 
shelled or burnt. 
She, however, was 
able to find a 
one-roomed 
cottage, 
which 
could be repaired, and 
here 
from her single room Miss Polk di- 
rects all the work. 
She 
interviews 
there the architect, the builders, the 
departmental 
officials 
and 
govern- 
ment functionaries, and only recently 
received 
Ambassador 
William 
G. 
Sharp, who had come to lay the cor- 
ner-stone of the first new house. 


Of the seventy houses 
composing 
the villago thirty-four were 
shelled 
and the remaining thirty-six burned. 
The government Itself decided to re- 
pair the 
bombarded 
houses, which 
were not so badly damaged as those 
which had been set afire. 
The recon- 
struction of these latter was under- 
taken by Mrs. Crocker. 


No attempt was made by the au- 
thors of the scheme to force Ameri- 
can ideas down 
the 
throats of the 
conservative Lorrainera. 
Very 
little 
change had taken place in the village 
since the 
fifteenth 
century and 
the 
style of architecture was very 
uni- 
form, usually taking the shape of one 
or two story cottages with 
grange- 
door entrances and attached at the 
back of granaries and cattle sheds. 
The only changes insisted on by the 
promoters of the scheme, as well as 
by the French government, were the 
introduction 
of 
sanitary 
arrange- 
ments which hitherto had been non- 
existent, the provision of ventilation 
in the rooms and the separation by 
an intervening court yard of the cat- 
tle sheds and the human habitations. 


It was with difficulty that the peas- 
ants could be induced to accept some 
of the.se changes, but at length rea- 
son prevailed and the plans were fin- 
ally drawn up. 


The new village is to have wider 
streets and the main road through it 
is to be planted with trees, while the 
town hall and school are now to oc- 
cupy prominent and spacious positions 
in the center of the vinage instead of 
being hidden as before the war 
in 
narrow lanes without any air space.

A .sudden examination of newspaper 
and magazine 
mail passing

England 
revealed one day about 20 
magazines neatly rolled up and 
ad- 
dressed to neutral countries, in whicli 
a very sharp knife had cut out a part 
of the interior images. 
Into the little» 
apertures thus made slips of 
tissue 
paper covered with code words 
had 
been deftly inserted. 
It v.'as this dis- 
covery, made when the war was eight 
months old, that conii)olled the Eng- 
lish authorities to adopt rigid exam- 
ination of all mail matter. 


Spies arc still at work in spite of ex- 
traordinary 
precautions. 
Nothing

said about it in public, but it is well 
knowii 
to insiders in 
London 
that 
spies did for Lord Kitchener.

ing was secret. 
Not an English news- 
paper knew of it.

Besides the spy activities. England 
was strangely besel at the 
outbreak

were made by mysterious persons to 
blow up bridges, destroy i-ailroad lines, 
attack unsuspecting guards and men- 
ace water supplies.

"Washington, March 5.—President "Wilson took the oath of office 


in public at 12:45 o'clock this afternoon and delivered his inaugural 
address before a great crowd which packed the plaza at the east front 
of the capitol. 


Vice President Marshall had been inaugurated in the senate 


chamber a few minutes before. Mr. Marshall took the oath of office 
atl2:03o.'clock. 


With a new consecration to the nation's service the president 


touching: on the international crisis, declared there could now be no 
turning back from the tragical events of the last thirty months which 
have brought upon Americans a new responsibility as citizens of the 
world. 


The president declared anew that America must stand for peace 


stability of free people, naval equality in matters of right, that the 
seas must be' free to all and that the family of nations shall not sup- 
"port any governments not derived from the consent of the governed.. 


•Sounds Solemn Wanting:*"""""'" 


Sounding a solemn warning to the nation against any faction or 


intrigue to break the harmony or embarrass the spirit of the American 
people the president called for an America "united in feeling, in pur- 
pose and in its vision of duty, of opportunity and of service." 


At the conclusion of his address the president led the inaugural 


procession back to the white house where it passed in review before 
him. 


Under Leaden Skies. 


Inauguration 
day 
began 
umlcr 


leaden clouds that threatened to spill 
rain or snow at any moment. A cold 
raw wind whipped the rain-soaked 
decorations of the capital and nwept 
the water-logged grandstands which 
stood under drenching downpours for 
nearly a week. 


Hours before the time for the cere- 


monies at the capital the city was astir 
making the final preparations for the 
show. Pennsylvania avenue was cov- 
ered with a thick >;oaini|T ot fine aand 
to dry the route. Troops assigned to 
the president's guard or procession 
were moving through the city to their 
places. 
Platoons of Boy Scouts as- 


signed to assist in preserving order 
were marching to their posts. Thou- 
sands of spectators who had no places 
on the reviewing stands .were begin- 
ning to pack the avenue behind the 
lines of stout steel canies strung from 
the white house to the capitol to keep 
the avenue absolutely clear of every- 
thing. 
In Good Condition. 


President Wilson was up at 8 o'clock 


and 
took breakfast before 9 with 


members of his family and his house 
guests. He had no engagements be- 
fore the time of his departure for the 
capitol at 11 o'clock. His inaugural 
address, which was sent to the public 
printer late last night, was returned 
to the white house early this morning 
•nd finally gone over t>y the president. 


The president had a touch of cold 


yesterday, but was Better this morn- 
Ing and although worried over the In- 
ternational situation was said by his 
physician to be in good condition for 
the inauguration ceremonies. 


The wind switched about and stir- 


red up the rainy looking clouds and 
some blue patches appeared in the sky. 
Then the sun broke through and flood- 
ed the soaked streets and stands with 
its warm rays for a few moments, only 
to" disappear again. It began to look 
as if it might clear up enough to avoid 
rain or snow at any rate. 


Soldiers Line Streets. 
Just before 10 o'clock the Twelfth 


and Sixty-ninth regiments of the New 
York national guard began moving to 
their positions along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue where they were detailed to line 
the street while the president was 
passing.

Bronzed and hardened by

Second Inaugural Address 


Washington, 
March 5.—President 


Wilson's inaugural address was as 
follows: 


"My fellow citizens: The four years 


whidh have elapsed since last I stood 
In this place have been crowded with 
counsel and action of the most vital 
Interest and consequence. 
Perhaps 


no equal period In our history has been 
so fruitful of important reforms in our 
economic and industrial life, or so full 
of significant changes in the spirit and 
purpose of our political activity. We 
have sought very thoughtfully to set 
our house in order, correct the grosser 
errors and abuses of our Industrial 
life, liberate and quicken the processes 
of our national 
genius 
and energy 


and lift our politics to a broader view 
of the people's essential interests. It j 
is a record of singular variety and ' 
singular distinction. 
Present and Future; Not the Fast. 
But I shall not attempt to review it, 


it speaks for itself and will be of in- 
creasing influence as the years go by. 
This is not the time for retrospect. It 
is time, rather, to speak our thoughts 
and purposes concerning the present 
and the immediate future. Although 
we have centered counsel and action 
with such unusual concentration and 
success upon the great problems of 
domestic legislation, to which we ad- 
dressed ourselves four years ago, oth- 
er matters have more and more forced 
themselves upon our attention, 
mat- 


ters lying outside our own life as a na- 
tion and over which we had no con- 
trol, but which, despite our wish to 
keep free of them, have drawn us 
more land more irrestlbly into their 
own current and Influence. 


'It has been impossible to avoid 


them. They have affected the life of 
tho whole world. They have shaken 
men everywhere with a passion and

apprehension they never knew 


before. It has been hard to preserve 
calm counsel while the thought of our

stances, not by our purpose or desire, 
to a more active assertion of our 
rights as we see them and a more im- 
mediate association with the great 
struggle itself. But nothing will alter 
our thought or our purpose. They are 
too clear to be obscured. 
They are 


too deeply rooted In the principles of 
our national life to be altered. 
We 


desire neither conquest nor advantage. 
We wash nothing that can be had only 
at the cost of another people. We 
have always professed unselfish pur- 
pose and we covet the opportunity to 
prove that Our professions are sin- 
cere.

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Four More Years of Wilson 


President "Wilson enters upon his second official term, carrying 


the heaviest load of responsibility that any president of the United 
States has ever carried, with the possible exception of "Washington 
and of Lincoln. In ordinary times one could predict in detail with 
more or less accuracy what reasonably to expect of a president during 


. his second term. One would study the record of his first four years 


and, assuming that during his second term he would be confronted 
•with problems similar in general character, the future "would be fair- 
ly clear. 


In the case of President Wilson, if the great nations of the world 


Tvere at peace as they were four years ago, it would be less difficult 
than in the case of most presidents who have been re-eleotd to antici- 
pat his future policy and activities. It seems to us that President 
"Wilaon to a greater degree than any of his predecessors during 
these later years entered upon his duties with clearly denned ideas as 
to the needs of the country, and he consistently adherred to them. 
Broadly, the president's policy in its relation to domestic affairs ha.s 
been one of constructive progressivism, and an honest, determined ef- 
fort—for the most part effective—to apply in practical fashion demo 
cratic principles and democratic ideals. 


But the intervention of the world war has served to relegate to 


secondary place questions and issues that ordinarily would have been 
of first rank and of chief concern. His patience, his broad toleration, 
his caution, his disposition to weigh thoroughly and to maintain his 
poise in the face of the severest tests in order to escape the plunge of 
the United States into the world conflict arc all familiar. Again and 
again the country has been given proof of his firm purpose to keep the 
nation out of war at any cost save that of the sacrifice of national hon- 
or. And despite the fire-eaters and the jingoes, the country has un- 
doubtedly been squarely behind him in this attitude. To a marked 
degree the rank and file of the people have appreciated something of 
the horror and something of the cost in human blood and sacrifice a 
war must inevitably mean. They have rejoiced that in these critical 
hours of the country's history there has been at the helm not only a 
patriot, but an executive with vision, with hope and with a heart that 
responded to the loftiest spirit of broad-minded humanity. 


It is to be deeply regretted that, hostility in the senate at the 


eleventh hour of President Wilson's first term succeeded in defeating 
his purposes and temporarily withholding the authority he had asked 
to place the nation in a state of armed neutrality. Humiliating as is 
the spectacle, we think it will not be without wholesome result. Unless 
human nature fails to run true to form, the outcome of this momen- 
tary defeat of purpose will be a popular expression that will give new 
heart, new courage and new assurance that the mass of the people are 
with the president and not with the twelve senators whose course must 
certainly draw the fire of public condemnation. At the outset the sec- 
ond term of President Wilson is uncertain in that the pathway of the 
nation is beclouded by the world crisis. No man can forsce the out- 
come. But wo may hope and trust the way will clear, and by patriotic 
and unwavering support may in some small way aid in sustaining the 
hands of the nation's executive as he begins his new term bowed bo- 
ncath monumental burdcus, but with a firm faith in the patriotism 
and the purpose of American citizenship and in the ideals which have 
served to guide that citizenship through all the years of our nation's 
history.

The men were buried beneath a mass

feverish work on the part of firemen,

senators led by Senator LaFollette and 
encouraged by Senator Stone, demo- 
cratic chairman of the foreign com- 
mittee, in a filibuster denounced by 
President Wilson's spokesman as the 
most reprehensible in the history of 
any civilized nation, defied the will 
of an overwhelming majority in con- 
gress up to tho last minute yesterday 
and denied to the president a law au- 
thorizing: him to arm American mer- 
chant. ships to meet the German sub- 
marine menace. 


Unyielding throughout twenty-six 


hours of continuous session to appeals 
that theSr defiance of the president 
would bo humiliating to the country: 
uncompromising in a crisis described 
to them as the most serious in the 
nation since the civil war, LaFollette 
and his small group of supporters re- 
fused ;i majority of their colleagues 
an opportunity to vote on the armed 
neutrality1 bill and it died with the 
sixty-fourth congress at noon. 


To Fix Responsibility. 


To fix responsibility before the coun- 


try, seventy-six senators, thirty repub- 
licans and forty democrats, signed a 
manifesto proclaiming to the world 
that they favored passage of the meas- 
ure. 
Both Indiana senators. Kern, 


democrat, and Watson, 
republican, 


signed the manifesto. 


This declaration embodied in the 


record of the senate, referred to the 
fact that the house Thursday night 
passed a similar bill by a vote of 403 
to 13. and also recited that the senate 
nule permitting unlimited debate gave 
a small minority opportunity to throt- 
tle the will of tho majority. 


The text of the manifesto is as fol- 


lows: 


"The majority of United States sen- 


ators favored the passage of the wen- 
ate bill authorizing the president of 
the United States to arm American 
merchant vessels, a similar bill having 
already passed the house by a vote of 
403 to 13. Under the rules of the sen- 
ate allow^np unlimited debate It ap- 
pears to be impossible to obtain a vote 
previous to noon March 4, 1917, when 
this session of congress expires. We 
desire the statement entered on the 
record to establish the fact that the 
senate favored 
the 
legislation and 


would pass it if a vote could be ob- 
tained." 


Thirteen Refuse to Sign. 


Thirteen senators declined to sign 


the declaration, but one of them. Sen- 
ator Penrose. republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, announced that he would have 
voted for tho bill had the opportunity 
been afforded him. Twelve who went 
on record with the thirteen members 
of the house against granting to Pres- 
ident Wilson the authority he asked 
from congress in the crisis were:

President Wilson last night in- 


formed the country in a statement that 
he may be without power to arm mer- 
chant ships and take other steps to 
meet the German submarine menace 
in the absence of authority from con- 
gress. 


An extra session of congress, the 


president says, is required to clothe 
him with authority, but it is useless 
to call one while the senate works 
under the present rules which permit 


a small minority to Keep an over- 
whelming majority from acting. 


The president proposes, therefore, 


that the special session of the sen- 
ate which he has called to meet .to- 
day revise the rules "to supply the 
means of action" and save the country 
from disaster. "A little group of wil- 
ful men," says the president In his 
statement, "representing no opinion 
but their own, have rendered the great 
government of the United States help- 
less and contemptible." 


President's Statement. 


The president's statement In full 


follows: 


"The termination of the last session 


of the Sixty-fourth congress by con- 
stitutional limitation discloses a sit- 
uation unparalleled In the history of 
the country, perhaps unparalleled in 
the history of any modern government. 
In the immediate presence of a crisis 
fraught with more subtle and far- 
reaching possibilities of national dan- 
ger than any other the government 
has known within the whole history of 
its international relations, the congress 
has been unable to act either to safe- 
guard the country or to vindicate the 
elementary rights of its citizens. More 
than five hundred of the five hundred 
and thirty-one members of the two 
houses were ready and anxious to act 
and the house of representatives had 
acted by an overwhelming majority, 
but the senate was unable to act be- 
cause a. little group of eleven senators 
had determined that it should not. 


"The senate has no rules by which 


debate can be limited or brought to 
an end, no rules by which dilatory 
tactics of any kind can be prevented. 
A single member can stand in the way 
of action if he have Tmt the physical 
endurance. The result in this case is 
a complete paralysis alike of the leg- 
islation and of the executive branches 
of the government." 


The old law referred to by the 


president was adopted by congress in 
1819 and referred to the resistance of 
American merchantmen against the 
attacks of privateers and pirates but 
excluded from vessels which might 
he attacked "a public armed vessel 
of a nation in amity with the United 
States." Technically, cferrnany is not 
at war with the United states and 
submarines are "public armed ves- , 
sels" of Germany. 


The senate has been called by the 


president to meet In special session 
today, in accordance with the custom 
of such session at the beginning of 
each administration to Install the vice 
president and confirm nominations. 


There has been mucn discussion of 


late of continuing the session this 
time to consider changing the senate 
rules. 
A persistent fight hag been 


waged for years for some form of 
cloture and opposition to it has dwin- 
dled In spite of the poworrul tendency 
to resist any tampering; with tradi- 
tions of the senate. Debate has been 
unlimited. 


Legislation Is Needed. 


"This inability of the senate to act 


has rendered some of the most neces- 
sary legislation of the session impos- 
sible at a. time when the need for it 
was most pressing and most evident 
The bill which would have permitted 
such .combinations of capital and of 
organization in the export and import 
trade of the country as the circum- 
stances of international competition 
have made imperative—a bill which 
the business judgment of the whole 
country approved and demanded—has 
failed. 


"The opposition of one or two sen- 


ators has made it impossible to in- 
crease the membership of the inter- 
state commerce commission or give it 
the alleged organization necessary to 
its efficiency. 
The conservation bill 


which should have released for imme- 
diate use the mineral resources which 
are still locked up in public lands now 
that their release is more imperatively 
necessary that ever and the bill which 
would make the unused water power 
of the country immediately available 
for industry, have both failed, though 
they have been under consideration

"It wouU not cure the difficulty to 


call the Sixty-fifth congress in extra- 
ordinary session. The paralysis of 
the senate would remain. The pur- 
pose and spirit of action are not lack- 
ing now. The congress is more defin- 
itely united in thought and purpose at 
this moment, I venture to say. than it 
has been within the memory of any 
man now in Its membership. There is 
not only the most united patriotic pur- 
pose but the objects members have in 
view are perfectly clear and definite. 
But the senate cannot act unless its 
leaders can obtain unanimous consent. 
Its majority is powerless and helpless. 
In the midst of a crisis of extraordi- 
nary peril, when only definite and de- 
cided action can make the nation safe 
and shield it from war itself by ag- 
gression of others, action is impossible. 


Impression Abroad. 


"Although, as a matter of fact, the 


nation and the representatives of the 
nation stand back of the executive 
with 
unprecedented 
unaimity and 


spirit, the impression made abroad 
will, of course, be that it is not so and 
that other' governments may act as 
they please, without fear that this 
government can do anything at all. 
We cannot explain. The.situation is, 
incredible. 


"The senate of the United States is 


the only legislative body in the world 
which cannot act while its majority is 
ready for action. A little group of wil- , 
ful men, representing no opinion but ' 
their own, have rendered the great ' 
government of the United States help- j 
less and contemptible. 
| 


"There is but one remedy. The only j 


remedy is that the rules of the senate i 
shall be so altered that it can act. The i 
country can be relied upon to draw 


the moral, I believe that the senate 
can be relied upon to supply the means 
of action and save the country from 
disaster,"

A wire story a few days ago told of 


tho passing from boxing of tho last fighter 
actually engaged In tho game, who was 
In the ring in the old days of real flghterg 
and real fights. 


Ad Wolgast, suffering from a mental 


and physical breakdown as the result of 
his years of activity in the squared circle 
probably never will don the gloves again. 


Go back seven years. Wolgast, in 1010, 


was a clean, lithe, muscular, litllo fellow, 
a boxer who never tired, a hard hitter, a 
wonderful fighter. 


The lightweight champion was Bat Kel- 


son, 
the greatest bear for punishment the 


world had ever seen. 


Nelson's system of fighting was to per- 


mit himself to he battered, slugged and 
pounded around the ring until his oppon- 
ent was worn out or until he had brpkcn 
his heart slamming away at a bleeding 
face. 


Wolgast and Nelson were matched for 


a forty-Jive round flght in California. 
It 


resulted In a battle of cavemen. There 
has never been a fight since in which 
primitive instincts were so much on the 
surface. 


There had been few such jungle fights 


in the whole history of the ring, even in 
the days ot bare-handed fighting. 


Nelson opened with his usual style. Ho 


blundered forward, swinging with both 
hands. 


Wolgast met him coolly and deliber- 


ately and pounded away at tho Dane's 
disfigured face, cutting it to ribbons. 


Ten, twenty, thirty rounds passed. Nel- 


son still 
lumbered forward 
nfter his 


elusive antagonist, pawing and swinging. 
Thirty-fivo rounds—Nelson's face was a 
huge blood clot. 
One cyo was entirely 


closed, the other was a narrow silt. His 
nose was flattened, one ear wag half torn 
loose and his body was a mass of bruises. 


Wolgast was still cool and confident. 


As his soggy gloves met the bleeding face 
the ringside spectators 
were showered 


with blood. 


In tho thirty-ninth round Nelson for 


the first time in his life began to give 
ground. 


In tho fortieth tho spectators howled 


at Ed Smith, the referee, demanding that 
he stop the fight. 


Smith looked appealingly at Nelson's 


corner in hopes 
the sponge 
would be 


thrown into the ring. When his seconds 
took no action Smith stepped between the 
fighters and raised Wolgast's hand. 


There was a new champion, but the old 


champion had lost his title standing on 
his feet flKhlinR every second. Then ho 
staggered Into his corner while Wolgast 
left tho ring. 


Wolgast later lost his title on a foul to 


Willie Ritchie and afterward engaged In 
almost weekly bouts. His health failed, 
bxit he continued to box. 


Then the superb constitution gave way 


—Ad Wolgnst had passed.

Maxwell Is a professional, and for 
years ho has averaged about 95 per cent 
of the 5,000 or more targets trapped for 
him. Ho loads and unloads and handles 
his gun wlfli hla right hand. Julian and 
Gllmoro are amateurs, with averages bet- 
ter than 90 per cent. They use their left 
hands In showing their skill with tho 
scatter-gun. 


The Case of Cadwalldor. 


Splendid trapshots that those men are, 


their cases are not nearly so remarkable 
as that of H. W. Cadwallder, p. profes- 
sional, of Uccatur, III. 
As an amateur 


shooter. Cadwallder was ranked with tho 
top-notchcrs and onco clicked off a run 
of 267. As a professional, ho has been 
averaging close to 96 per cent for sev- 
eral years. And then, like a bolt from 
the blue. It looked as if ho had shot at 
h\a lust target—tho sight of his right eye 
was completely destroyed. 


It was on April 1G, 1916, that tho acci- 


dent happened, on the grounds of tho 
Docatur Gun club. Mr. Cadwallder was 
inspecting the traps, and waa standing 
about six foot in front of one when the 
lever was pulled and the target struck him 
in the eye, taking the orb out of the 
socket. For ninety days Cadwallder was 
kept In a dark room, and a greater por- 
tion of that time it v/as feared that the 
sight of the left eye would be Impaired. 
It was not. 


Extra Rib on Gun. \ 


Most Of us would have, become dis- 


heartened after such an anoMcnt, but not 
Cadwallder. To him trapshootinc: u-as a 
pleasure as well as a business, and just 
as soon as he was able to get to the gun 
club again ho tried his skill on the flying 
clays. 
He shot from the left shoulder, 


and at once realized that It would require 
several years of hard work before he could 
expect to make creditable scores shooting 
Jeft handed. 


This caused Cadwallder to study ways 


and means of getting back into the great- 
est of all sports Tho result was an extra 
rib attached to tho ...„,. „"... mis en- 
ables htm to phoot from the right shoulder 
and sight with the left eye. The con- 
trivance aids him in shooting the same as 
the rib on tho gun aids a shooter when 
sighting with the right eye over tho gun 
rib, 
as the auxiliary rib is focused to 


shoot point blank at 40 yards; and by 
sighting; over this extra rib with the -left 
eye the gun will hit any object aimed at. 


If one was a left-handed shooter and 


should lose his left eye, this appliance 
could be placed on the right side of the 
gun and allow him to sight with the right 
eye—and not have to learn a new position. 


Now as Good as Ever. 


It required a lot of experimenting be- 


fore Cadwallder was satlstlcd that he had 
the attachment to suit him. He broke 40 
per cent of the first 100 targets shot at, 
and finished tho year with an average of 
!'6 for the last VOO targets thrown. For 
the 4,285 targets trapped in registered 
tournaments he averaged 32. 


The device may be attached to any gun 


and made to suit the requirements of 
anyone, be he large or small. 
So thor- 


oughly satisfied is Cadwallder over his 
success that he will gladly give his ajd 
gratis to assist others. He is a sportsmdn* 
of the highest type.

ing, the navy has managed to keep 
down the per capita cost of feeding Its 
men. 
In 1914, before the European 


War started, the per capita cost was 
J6 2-8 cents per day. The next year, 
In spite of "Increased prices, the per 
capita cost dropped to 36 cents; last 
fear this was slightly higher. The 
Duality Is maintained. 


Expenditure of approximately seven

Ills Working Schedule. 


The time the president's working day 


begins depends upon the season of the 
year. Ordinarily, In winter, he gets up 
between 7 and 7:30 o'clock, but In sum- 
mer he usually arises earlier—some- 
times at 5 or 5:30. He believes In day- 
light saving whenever possible. 


When he first came to the white 


house he attended to most of his of- 
ficial work in the morning, and played 
golf in tho afternoon, but this winter, 
he reversed his program, and played 
golf In tho warm morning hours, and 
works on his mall from none to 1 
golfing either with Mr«. Wilson or Dr. 
Qrayson soon after breakfast, 
and 


works on his mall from noon to 1 
o'clock. In the afternoon he sees call- 
ers and signs official papers, except on 
Tuesdays and Friday, when the cabinet 
meets. 
Ordinarily an hour on Mon- 


day, Wednesday and Thursday after- 
noons Is set aside for tho reception of 
members of congress. 


After dinner, generally about 7 o'clock, 


the president does no work unless it is 
absolutely necessary. He either reads, 
plays billiards, or goes to a theater. De- 
tective stories, poems and autobio- 
graphies are his favorite literature. It 
is more or less of an open secret that 
his preference is for thrilling, old-time 
detective stories. Often he gathers his 
family about him and reads poems. Fre- 
quently he steals away to a gallery to 
view some paintings. 


The president's insistence on prompt- 


ness contrasts with tho more or less 
carefree habits of some of his predeces- 
sors. When the cabinet meets the pres- 
ident's advisers arc frequently early, 
but are seldom late. 


The president, now sixty years old, is 


very healthy, and his only weaknesses 
are of the stomach and eyes. Because 
of attacks of indigestion lie is more or 
less on a diet most of the time, but is 
as regular in his meals as in all his 
other habits.

Aid for Civilians in Recon- 
. struction of War-Torn 


Village. 


Vitrlmont, Near Luneville. France, 


Feb. 15.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—American sympathy 
with the civilian sufferers from the 
war has been given more concrete ex- 
pression in this little village than in 
any other part of the devastated 
country 
immediately 
behind 
the 


French fighting lines. 
•- 


When Mrs. William Crocker, of San 


Francisco, chose Vitrimont in which 
to carry on her idea of reconstructing' 
with her own means one of the villages 
destroyed by the German troops in 
tl>eir flrst rush into France, she met 
with much doubt and suspicion. The 
people of Lorraine are practical and 
hard-headed and also object to par- 
take of anything given in the form of 
charity. It was therefore necessary 
to make the 
proposition a purely 


business-like one before laying it be- 
fore the villagers. 


All the men of fighting age are at 


the front with their regiments. One 
of the villagers, while in the trenches 
one day received from his wife a let- 
ter giving details of the plan of re- ] 
construction. 
He 
immediately 
re- 


plied: "Don't waste ink on telling me 
fairy tales. You are ready to swal- 
low any yarn told you. Just make up 
your mind as I have done that we 
have lost everything and don't dream 
that good fairies are going to restore 
all to us." 


In order to convince this man and 


many of his village neighbors serving 
in the same corps that somebody was 
really taking interest in them and 
that they would not merely have to 
be content with the government in- 
demnity of sixty per cent, of their 
losses. Miss Daisy Polk, also of Cali- 
fornian and now administrator of the 
plan, gave printed plans and details 
of the scheme to the wives left be- 
hind. These were forwarded at once 
to the men at the front, who could be 
assured only by documentary evidence 
of this kind of good fortune to be 
conferred on them and their depend- 
ents. 


Miss Polk, tfho since the beginning 


of the war has been occupied In re- 
lief work of various kinds, was chos- 
en by Mrs. Crocker to administer her 
benevolent 
scheme. She decided at 


once to live among the people so as to 
become better acquainted with them 
and to learn their needs. Every house, 
without exception, had 
been either 


j shelled or burnt. She, however, was 
I able to find a 
one-roomed cottage, 


' which could be repaired, and here 
, from her single room Miss Polk di- 
rects all the work. 
She interviews 


' there the architect, the builders, the 
departmental 
officials 
and govern- 


, ment functionaries, and only recently 
received 
Ambassador 
William 
G. 


Sharp, who had come to lay the cor- 
ner-stone of the first new house. 


Of the ' seventy houses composing 


the village thirty-four were shelled 
and the remaining thirty-six burned. 
The government itself decided to re- 
pair the 
bombarded houses, which 


were not so badly damaged as thoso 
which had been set afire. The recon- 
struction of these latter was under- 
taken by Mrs. Crocker. 


No attempt was made by the au- 


thors of the scheme to force Ameri- 
can ideas down the throats of the 
conservative Lorralners. 
Very little 


change had taken place in the village 
since the fifteenth century and the 
style of architecture was very uni- 
form, usually taking the shape of one 
or two story cottages with" grange- 
door entrances and attached at tho 
back of granaries and cattle sheds. 
The only changes insisted on by the 
promoters of the scheme, as well as 
by the French government, were the 
introduction 
of 
sanitary 
arrange- 


'ments which hitherto had been non- 
existent, the provision of ventilation 
in the rooms and tho separation by 
an intervening court yard of the cat- 
tle sheds and the human habitations. 


It was with difficulty that the peas- 


ants could be induced to accept some 
of these changes, but at length rea- 
son prevailed and the plans were fin- 
ally drawn up. 


The new village is to have wider 


streets and the main road through it 
is to be planted with trees, while the 
town hall and school a,re now to oc- 
cupy prominent and spacious positions 
in the center of the village instead of 
being hidden as before the war in 
narrow lanes without any air space.

Washington, March 3.—Vice Presi- 


dent Thomas Riley Marshall made his 
second inaugural address before the 
senate today—a statement of his creed 
of citizenship under a government for 
which he said: "I ought to be willing 
to live or to die, as God decrees, that 
it may not perish off the earth through 
treachery within or through assarlt 
from without." The address follows: 


"Custom calls for the utterance of a 


few words upon this occasion; other 
wise, I would gladly remain silent. Jt 
may not be Inappropriate to express ray 
gratitude for the little nameless, un- 
numbered and oft-times unrememb- 
ered acts of courtesy and charity shown 
to me by the members of this body dur- 
ing the past years; to express my re- 
gret over the vanishing faces of thooo 
who are leaving and to welcome those 
who in a few minutes are to become our 
co-workers in the cause of constitu_ 
tlonal freedom. 


"Everywhere in America are clam- 
ant and strident voices proclaiming the | 
essential elements of patriotism. He ' 
who seeks out of them all to select one • 
clear note of love for country may fail. 
I conceive It to be far more important 
to examine myself than to cross- 
examine another. May I make bold to 
insert in the record some elements of 
the creed which I have adopted in this 
period of retrospection and Introspec- 
tion? It does not embrace what I 
know, but holds part of what I believe. 


"I have faith that this government 


of ours was divinely ordained to dis- 
close whether men are by nature fitted 
or can by education be made fit for 
self-government; to teach Jew and 
Greek, bondman and free alike, the es- 
sential equality of all men before the 
law and to be tender and true to hu- 
manity everywhere and under all cir- 
cumstances; to reveal that service is 
the highest reward of life. I cannot 
believe otherwise when I read the 
words and recall the sacrifices of the 
fathers. If ours is not the Golden 
Rule of government, then Washington 
wrought and Lincoln died in vain. 


"I believe the world, now advancing 


and not retreating, is nevertheless 
moving forward to a far-off divine 
event wherein the tongues of Babel will 
again be blended In the language of a 
common brotherhood; and I believe I 
can reach the highest ideal of my tra- 
dition and my lineage as an American 
—as a man, as a citizen and as a pub- 
lic official—when I judge my fellow- 
men without malice and with charity, 
when I worry more about my own mo- 
tives and conduct and less about the 
motl"es and conduct of others. Th-} 
time I am liable to be wholly wrong is 
when I know that I am absolutely 
right. In an Individualistic republic, 
I am tho unit of patriotism and If I 
keep myself keyed in unison with the 
music of thu union, my fellowmen will 
catch the note nnd fall Into tlmo and 
step. 


"I believe there is no finer form of 


government than the one under which 
we live and that I ought to be willing 
to live or to die. as God decrees, that it 
may not perish from off the earth 
through treachery within or through 
assault from without: and I be'.love 
that, though my first right is to be a 
partisan, my first duty, when the only 
principles on which free government 
can rest are being strained, is to be a 
patriot and to follow in a wilderness ct 
words that clear call which bids mo 
guard and defend the ark of our na- 
tional covenant."
